prosecution in the Jefferson Crimi 
nal Couit. Has the prosecution 
been animated' by an earnest and 
honest desire to stamp cut all gam- 
bling in the city of Louisville? If 
so, then they would have met with 
the hearty eo-operation of the Chief 
Executive in their efforts, and I 
stand ready now, whenever and 
wherever it may he in ray power to 
aid the officers of the law, where 
they are honest in seeking to en- 
foice the law against gambling, 
wi tin tit partiality <>r favor to any- 
one. 

"Has such been the case in the 
recent indictments and trial in Lou 
isville? The record tiefore me and 
the information I have received cer- 
tainly do not show it. Why is it 
that indictments have not been re- 
turned against the most notorious 
gambler in the city? And why is

"If this handwriting is genuine, 
as I believe it is, then hit sought to 
make these men swear to what lie 
said they knew to be false. Gam 
tiling is bad enough, but perjury 
and subornation of perjury are 
worse, and it is startling that such 
methods should be resorti d to for 
the convictji n of anyone, 

"I, therefore, as a rebuke to the 
character of such a prosecution, mm 
not as a condonation to the oflanee 
of gambling, which I am ever ready 
to aid in suppressing, grant this 
pardon to Alvey upon the ansurauei 
from bim that be will not again vi 
olale the law.

The Committee to confer with 
the Water Company and report 
back to the Council has been seen 
and we are assured the people's 
interests will be well guarded. 

The Company asked that the 
main from the standpipe be re- 
duced from a 1 2 inch to a 10 inch 
pipe, but Mr. Nelson, Secretary 
tor Kentucky and Tennessee Board 
of Fire Underwriters' Association, 
reports that a 10 inch main would 
not meet the requirements in order 
to give Mt. Sterling the best fire 
rates, and Mayor Baird having 
pert advice that a 10 inch main is 
not sufficient, this matter is settled 
by the company withdrawing the 
request for a 10 inch main. 

Hydrants will be located by a 
committee consisting of one Coun- 
cilman from each ward, and this 
committee will see to it that the 
city is fully protected. 

We have interviewed the man- 

cr of the Water Company, and 
he assures us the city of Mt. Ster 
ling will receive the best of water 
service and that it will be 
protected to that extent that we 
will get the very best insurance 
rate; and further, they are not 
seeking to get any advantages. 

Economy will be used in the 
construction of the plant, but the 
water will be wholesome and suf- 
ficient to supply the city at a low 
rate for all purposes — protection, 
domestic and manufacturing inter- 
ests.

Typewriting Machine Convicts a Wifa- 

Murdcrer in New Zealand. 

A* typewriter was the .strongest 
witness for the prosecution in a case 
of attempted poisoning just tried in 
New Zealand, says the New YorV 
World. 

The prisoner, Henry Vincent 
S. vche, was charged with trying to 
murder his wife through the agency 
of Dr. Shcrbowen Clayton. 

The doctor told how he had re- 
ceived a typewritten letter describing 
a woman in chronic ill health who 
had said that she would "just as soon 
be <Jca<l as sick all the time." 

The writer added that if the doctor 
should bo called to attend this woman 
and if she should die £200 would he 
sent to him three months afterward. 
If the doctor agreed he was to adver- 
tise in the local paper for a dog cart. 

The pellet had the dog-cart adver- 
tisement published, and almost im- 
mediately Styehc's wife called on Dr. 
Clayton for treatment. 

Styche himself called on the doc- 
tor and spoke about treatment for his 
wife, for whom, however, he seemed 
to have great affection. 

Dr. Clayton thereupon showed 
Styche the typewritten letters he had 
received. The man betrayed himself 
by his agitation, hut nothing was 
done by the police. The evidence was

SOME SLEEP UPSIDE DOWN. 
Carious Habit* of Sloths, Bata aad 

There is one unimal which lives en- 
tirely in trees, but is able to maintain 
its position durii g dumber without 
the least exercise of muscular force. 
This is the sloth, common in the for- 
ests of tropical America. Its long 
claws are bo bent that they hook over 
the branches and allow the creature 
to hang upside don 11 like uu animated 
hammock. Cwiouslj enough, the 
hammock appeal- to be a South 
American hiveum t:. and is universal- 
ly employed by nl' the Indian tribes- 
of the Amazons. Perhaps, observes 
in this connectit rt n writer in Pear- 
son's Magazine, th( primitive human 
dwellers in this region took to sleep- 
ing in hammocks, after observing the 
habits of the sloth. 

The great anteater,' which is both 
a kinsman and fellow countryman of 
the sloth, has an enormous tail, which 
it uses in a very remarkable manner. 
Two of these animals were recently 
lying together asleep, and they 
had arranged their tails so cleverly 
that their whole bodies were hidden 
from view. The caudal covering af- 
forded excellent protection from the 
weather, for the central, solid part of 
the tails acted as a kind of ridgepole 
over the highest pari of the sleepers' 
wdies, so that the long fringesof hair 
loped downward on each side like the 
thatch upon a roof. 

Like the sloths, many kinds of bats 
sleep suspended by their hooked 
oUtwi without any muscular exertion 
whatever. Some of the largo fruit- 
ng bats of the tropics, which do 
not sleep in holts like the species com- 
mon in southern latitudes, but which 
hang suspended to the branches of
